 Return  of  the  Fair  


A  Secessionist  Sunday  in  June

You  might  have  heard  that  the  Noe 
Valley  Street  Fair  is  scheduled  for  Sun- 
day. June  20.  True,  and  false.  On  June 
20.  Noe  Valley  will  indeed  witness  day- 
long festivities,  but  this  year  the  street 
fair  will  be  no  mere  sidewalk  serenade. 
On  June  20  Noe  Valley  will  issue  a 
momentous  political  statement.  Valley 
residents  will  call  for  secession  from  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  as  they  take  to  the 
streets  for  the  first  Noe  Valley  Indepen- 
dence Celebration. 

Sponsored  by  the  Noe  Valley  Mer- 
chants Association,  the  affair  will  begin 
around  10  a.m.  and  last  until  6  p.m. 
Though  the  celebration  will  have  a  new 
"revolutionary"  slant  (there  are  even 
plans  to  crown  an  Emperor  and  Empress 
of  Noe  Valley),  it  will  retain  its  street  fair 
flavor.  Crafts  and  food  booths  and  the 
usual  musicians,  clowns  and  jugglers 
will  fill  24th  Street  from  Church  to  Dia- 
mond. 

v  The  merchants  association  is  currently 
negotiating  with  the  public  relations  firm 
of  Terry  Pimsleur  &  Co.  to  oversee  the 
means  of  production.  Pimsleur  &  Co. 
produced  the  last  street  fair,  which  took 
place  two  years  ago. 

Money  raised  from  the  celebration 
will  go  in  part  to  street  beautification. 
The  merchants  plan  to  subsidize  tree 
planting  along  24th  Street  as  well  as  con- 
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struction  of  bus  stop  benches  and  bicycle 
racks. 

The  1980  Noe  Valley  Street  Fair, 
which  was  co-sponsored  by  the  Friends 
of  Noe  Valley  and  the  merchants  associa- 
tion, netted  approximately  $1,300.  The 
merchants  will  be  staging  this  year's 
event  without  the  aid  of  the  Friends — 
who  have  been  suffering  from  fair  burn- 
out— but  hope  to  make  it  an  even  more 
lucrative  occasion. 

Most  local  businesspeople  have  ex- 
pressed enthusiasm  about  the  Indepen- 
dence Celebration.  Steve  Harris  of  Mag- 
gie's Restaurant  sees  the  event  as  a  way 
"to  promote  Noe  Valley  as  a  very 
unique,  diverse,  self-contained  neigh- 
borhood— a  little  town."  He  suggests 
that  Noe  Valley  seek  aid  from  Cuba  in 
"throwing  off  the  oppressors,"  that  is. 
the  rest  of  San  Francisco. 

John  Schluters  of  John's  Flowers  on 
24th  Street  is  planning  a  special  display 
for  June  20  called  "A  Salute  to  the  Or- 
chids of  Thailand."  The  San  Francisco 
Child  Abuse  Council  plans  to  do  some 
pamphleteering  about  parenting. 

Tom  Frenkel  of  Finnegan's  Wake  an- 
ticipates providing  "a  refuge  from  the 
outside  insanity."  though  he  believes  this 
year's  celebration  will  be  comparatively 
"low-key." 

Some  shopkeepers,  however,  don't 
look  forward  to  Emancipation  Day.  Glen 
Potter,  owner  of  Accent  on  Flowers, 
wonders  whether  he  will  even  open  his 
store.  He  fears  the  celebration  will  bring 
"a  larcenous  crowd"  to  24th  Street.  Rus- 
sell Ruderman,  manager  of  Real  Foods, 
also  expresses  hesitation  about  the  event. 
Ruderman  claims  fairs  can  easily  "trash 
the  street." 

Planning  for  Noe  Valley  Indepen- 
dence Day  has  just  begun.  The  mer- 
chants association  would  be  happy  to 
hear  suggestions  and  answer  questions 


about  the  day's  events.  Rochelle  Miller, 
chief  organizer,  can  be  reached  in  the 
early  morning  at  285-7979.

Fairmount 
Folks:  Small 
But  Safe

"What  about  a  tree?"  Eugene  Courtois 
asked  his  neighbors  assembled  in  the 
echoey  auditorium  at  the  Upper  Noe  Val- 
ley Recreation  Center.  "Docs  anyone 
want  a  tree?" 

Tree-planting  was  the  next  agenda 
item  for  the  March  meeting  of  the  Fair- 
mount  Association,  but  it  made  the 
members  think  about  the  real  reason  they 
came  together  a  year  ago:  neighborhood 
safety.  One  Whitney  Street  resident  re- 
sponded to  Courtois'  inquiry,  saying  his 
downstairs  neighbors  would  be  against 
trees  on  the  grounds  they'd  give  crimi- 
nals a  new  place  to  hide. 

Whitney  Street  snakes  along  narrowly 
for  three  blocks  between  30th  Street, 
near  the  recreation  center,  and  Chenery 
Street.  Although  it  connects  the  Noe  Val- 
ley and  Glen  Park  neighborhoods,  it's 
not  really  a  well-traveled  corridor,  and 
its  winding,  hilly  character  makes  it  a 
better-than-average  hangout  for  bur- 
glars. 

One  took  the  opportunity  in  February 
of  last  year  to  climb  in  the  bathroom  win- 
dow of  an  elderly  long-time  resident. 
She  ran  screaming  out  onto  Whitney 
Street  and  attracted  the  attention  of  her 
neighbors.  The  thief  got  four  bucks,  and 
the  woman  got  the  start  of  the  Fairmount 
Association,  named  for  the  subdivision 
which  includes  Whitney. 

The  group  had  no  way  of  knowing

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EDITOR: 

I  think  the  current  argument  about  the 
expansion  of  Little  Italy  is  silly.  How 
could  anyone  oppose  the  expansion  of 
one  of  the  few  good  restaurants  in  Noe 
Valley?  Would  the  "preservation  fas- 
cists" in  the  Valley  prefer  another  hair 
cutter?  I  am  tired  of  the  "I've  got  mine. 
Jack;  now  you  get  yours"  attitude  among 
those  who  live  in  Noe  Valley.  I  used  to 
live  there;  from  1973  to  1976  I  lived  near 
Church  and  Sanchez.  When  I  decided  to 
buy  a  house,  I  could  not  afford  the  Val- 
ley, and  bought  in  the  Mission.  I  still 
come  uphill  from  time  to  time,  espe- 
cially to  eat  at  Little  Italy.  I  read  the  Noe 
Valley  Voice  regularly,  because  I  know 
several  of  the  staff  members.  But  I  feel 
more  and  more  abstracted  from  Noe  Val- 
ley. The  cutesy  little  boutiques  offend 
me,  remind  me  of  Clement  and  Union 
Streets.  And  yet  one  of  the  few  good 
things  about  the  "new"  Noe  Valley  (good 
Northern  Italian  food)  is  opposed  by  the 
chroniclers  of  cute.  I  don't  like  waiting 
for  an  hour;  I  would  prefer  to  be  seated 
promptly  in  expanded  quarters  at  Little 
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Italy.  And  don't  forget  that  an  expanded 
restaurant  would  provide  more  employ- 
ment for  local  people — waiters, 
washers,  cooks,  managers.  And  in  these 
times  of  high  unemployment,  more  jobs 
are  important.  Another  boutique  would 
perhaps  provide  jobs  for  one  or  two 
people. 

But  all  this  discussion  is  perhaps  ir- 
relevant. After  all,  Noe  Valley  is  sliding 
down  the  hill  into  the  Mission,  and  soon 
I  will  either  live  in  the  Valley  again,  or 
you  will  live  in  the  Mission.  Once,  in  the 
living  memory  of  current  residents.  Noe 
Valley  was  considered  part  of  the  Mis- 
sion. It  probably  will  be  again.  We  al- 
ready have  the  coffee  houses,  dance 
studios,  live  music  clubs,  movie  theat- 
ers, art  galleries  and  studios,  and  ethnic 
restaurants.  We  even  have  a  Northern 
Italian  restaurant  which  rivals  Little 
Italy.  I  won't  mention  its  name,  for  fear 
you  Nowhere  Valley  denizens  will  roll 
downhill  and  invade  it.  True,  the  Mis- 
sion can  be  dangerous,  but  it  is  spiritu- 
ally alive.  It  has  not  succumbed  to  young 
professional  classist  sensory  depriva- 
tion. 

Need  I  add  hypocrisy  to  the  fine  mod- 
ern Noe  Valley  traditions?  I  notice  in  my 
wanderings  that  what  used  to  be  the  Dia- 
mond Sutra  Restaurant  has  expanded 
several  times  in  the  past  several  years, 
and  now  calls  itself  the  "Diamond  Street 
Restaurant."  Did  its  1980s  cleaned-up 
"act"  and  vegetarian  clientele  make  it  ac- 
ceptable in  the  eyes  of  no-editorial- 
point-of-view  Voice?  Or  have  you  not  yet 
done  a  series  on  "Cutesy  Restaurants  of 
Noe  Valley"? 

Stop  down  in  the  Mission  sometime 
when  you  want  to  be  de-anesthetized.

whether  the  unidentified  intruder  was 
himself  from  the  neighborhood,  so  plans 
for  the  first  meeting  were  transmitted  by 
word-of-mouth.  A  representative  from 
the  City's  SAFE  (Safety  Awareness  for 
Everyone)  project  and  two  concerned 
police  officers  came  to  address  the 
group.  In  the  ensuing  weeks.  SAFE  de- 
cals  began  to  appear  on  front  doors,  a 
warning  to  would-be  felons  that  the  resi- 
dents were  watching  out  for  one 
another's  property.  Association  mem- 
bers also  shared  an  engraving  tool, 
which  they  used  to  mark  their  most  valu- 
able possessions. 

SAFE'S  commitment  ended,  by  ar- 
rangement, after  the  first  three  meetings, 
and  the  association  was  left  to  its  own  de- 
vices. Meetings  continued  at  members' 
houses,  with  the  chairpersonship  rotated 
among  the  15  or  20  who  formed  the 
group's  nucleus.  Eugene  and  his  wife 
Diane  are  two  who  have  served  in  this 
capacity.  "We  don't  have  by-laws  or 
elected  officers,"  Gene  explains,  "be- 
cause we  have  no  need  for  a  formal  struc- 
ture." 

This  is  one  respect  in  which  the  Fair- 
mount  Association  differs  from  the 
older,  larger  community  groups  like  the 
Glen  Park  Neighborhood  Association 
and  the  Friends  of  Noe  Valley.  Jan 
Burgess  feels,  "If  we  got  too  big,  we 
wouldn't  be  cohesive.  We're  afraid  of 
losing  this  closeness." 

Brian  Comnes  thinks  that  size  may 
have  "stymied"  the  Friends.  "Lately 
they've  been  abstaining  a  lot,"  he  points 
out. 

The  Fairmount  group  has,  however, 
outgrown  its  own  homes  and  now  holds 
monthly  meetings  (the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month)  at  the  recreation  center,  at 
Day  and  Sanchez  Streets.  It  has  re- 
warded its  supporters  with  two  picnics 
and  a  potluck,  and  is  hosting  another  pot- 
luck  on  April  6.  to  which  all  interested 
persons  are  invited. 

"Our  next  goal  is  to  get  Sanchez 
Street,"  says  Barbara  Comnes.  Nearby 
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neighbors  on  Church  and  Chenery 
Streets  may  also  be  recruited  on  a  door- 
to-door  basis.  Kids  are  being  invited  to 
this  month's  potluck  because  "they  hang 
around  the  streets  a  lot.  and  we  want  to 
know  who  they  are,"  Barbara's  husband 
Brian  says. 

Agendas  have  also  been  expanded  to 
include  other  topics  familiar  to  neigh- 
borhood groups,  such  as  the  aforemen- 
tioned tree-planting.  Muni  routing  and 
(in)frequency  of  service,  and  the  aban- 
doned junky  cars  along  Randall  Street.

The  Many  Sides  of  Haubert's  House

A  vacant  lot  is  all  that  remains  of  the 
once  elegant  Victorian  home  that  stood 
at  1026  Church  St.  Grass  grows  quietly 
between  the  concrete  now.  The  thud  of 
the  demolitioner's  hammer  is  stilled. 

The  house  that  used  to  be  there  was  for 
several  years  the  center  of  a  boiling  con- 
troversy over  property  rights  and  social 
responsibility.  The  controversy  ended  in 
January  with  the  court-ordered  destruc- 
tion of  the  house. 

Larry  Haubert.  a  64-year-old  retired 
pharmacist,  owned  the  house.  The  cen- 
tury-old building  had  been  his  since 
1960,  although  he  stopped  living  there  in 
1975  when  he  bought  another  home  in 
the  Bay  shore  district. 

Haubert  said  he  stored  valuable  an- 
tiques in  the  house.  Others,  including 
neighbors  and  the  city  attorney,  claimed 
he  accumulated  junk  and  blighted  the 
neighborhood.  Haubert  said  the  house 
was  sound,  but  the  city  accused  him  of 
violating  the  housing  code  and  allowing 
his  house  to  deteriorate  to  an  unsafe  con- 
dition. 

"The  place  was  in  pretty  bad  shape," 
said  Robin  Manion,  the  assistant  city  at- 
torney who  handled  the  case  against 
Haubert.  Manion  said  that  although 
complaints  against  the  building  went 
back  20  years,  it  was  not  until  late  1978 
that  the  city  began  the  chain  of  legal 
steps  culminating  in  the  building's  des- 
truction. 

Responding  to  the  complaints  of 
neighbors,  fire  inspectors  visited  the 
house  in  October.  1978.  According  to 
Manion,  they  found  a  vacant  building 
with  an  unlocked  door  that  fell  in  to  the 
touch.  Inside  they  came  across  the  body 
of  a  dead  dog  and  a  kitchen  without  a 
floor.  One  neighbor  reported  that  every 
window  in  the  house  was  boarded  up 
with  "anything  he  could  get  his  hands 
on."  Other  neighbors  said  the  house 
listed  alternately  toward  the  street  and 
toward  the  empty  lot  next  door. 

The  fire  inspector's  report  led  to  a 
condemnation  hearing  before  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  in  January, 
1979.  Manion  noted  that  Haubert  had 
nearly  three  years  from  that  time  to  make

necessary  repairs  to  the  house,  but  failed 
to  made  an  adequate  number. 

"I  think  basically  he  just  wanted  to  be 
left  alone,"  Manion  said.  She  added, 
however,  that  a  home  owner  has  to  be  re- 
sponsible to  his  neighbors.  Superior 
Court  Judge  Ira  Brown  issued  the  demol- 
ition order  after  having  given  Haubert  a 
final  opportunity  late  last  year  to  come 
up  with  an  acceptable  schedule  for  re- 
pairs. 

Haubert  called  the  destruction  of  his 
house  a  "tragedy.  It's  like  losing  an  old 
friend,"  he  said.  Haubert  feels  the  action 
taken  against  him  was  political,  precipi- 
tated by  some  of  his  neighbors,  who 
were  "always  against  me." 

He  admitted  that  the  house  had  not 
been  kept  up  to  code,  but  maintained  that 
it  was  sturdy.  He  said  he  had  brought  in 
private  inspectors,  who  pronounced  the 
house  restorable.  Calling  allegations  of  a 
dead  dog  and  a  floorless  kitchen  "more 
nonsense."  Haubert  said  he  had  success- 
fully refuted  those  charges  in  court.  He 


said  accomplishing  all  the  city-ordered 
renovations  would  have  cost  $70,000. 

Haubert  also  said  he  had  stopped  liv- 
ing in  the  Noe  Valley  house  because  it 
had  been  burglarized  and  vandalized 
numerous  times  and  he  had  begun  to  fear 
for  his  safety.  He  felt  he  had  received  in- 
adequate police  protection  and  was  jus- 
tified in  not  restoring  the  structure  until  it 
was  safe  from  house  breakers  and  van- 
dals. He  said  he  had  planned  to  move 
back  in  once  it  was  secure.  He  added  that 
he  had  personally  captured  several  bur- 
glars attempting  to  rob  his  home. 

Haubert  is  particularly  angry  at  the 
treatment  he  says  he  received  from  the 
San  Francisco  legal  system.  He  said 
Judge  Brown  "strung  him  along."  He 
feels  his  attempts  to  make  many  of  the 
prescribed  repairs  were  futile  since  the 
city  was  intent  on  fearing  the  house 
down.  "I  was  ill-equipped  to  be  a  con- 
tractor, but  I  tried.  They  let  me  go 
through  six  months  of  work  before  they 
dropped  the  other  shoe."  He  says  he

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spent  $7,000 — all  his  financial  re- 
sources— on  restoration,  including  put- 
ting in  a  concrete  foundation  to  replace 
the  timbered  original  one. 

Although  Manion  said  she  had  re- 
ceived telephone  calls  from  Haubert's 
neighbors  "congratulating"  the  city  on 
having  torn  down  the  house,  the  reaction 
of  nearby  residents  to  the  fate  of  the 
house  has  been  mixed.  One  neighbor  did 
call  the  dwelling  a  "shambles"  that 
"shamed  the  whole  neighborhood." 
Another,  who  said  the  home  used  to  be  a 
"beautiful  old  house."  called  it  restora- 
ble. He  added  that  he  was  "unhappy  that 
the  owner  let  it  get  in  that  shape  and  un- 
happy that  it  was  torn  down." 

A  neighbor  who  lives  in  a  house  al- 
most as  old  as  Haubert's  was,  recalled 
that  art  students  used  to  come  around 
until  recently  and  sketch  the  house.  One 
very  sympathetic  neighbor  protested  tha' 
the  city  had  "waited  10  years  to  decide  to 
make  him  do  something,  then... they 
didn't  give  him  enough  time  and  des- 
troyed the  house." 

Haubert  says  that  although  he  knows 
his  lot  is  valuable,  he  has  no  current 
plans  for  it.  The  city,  which  is  charging 
him  $5,000  for  the  cost  of  demolition, 
may  put  a  lien  on  the  property. 

Haubert  says  he  will  not  fight  a  lien, 
but  does  plan  to  sue  the  city  and  the  de- 
veloper who  demolished  his  house.  He 
says  the  developer  made  off  with  many 
of  his  possessions. 

He  is  also  preparing  a  class  action  suit 
against  the  city,  attacking  the  manner  in 
which  houses  are  condemned  and  torn 
down.  Haubert,  who  says  he  suffered 
four  heart  attacks  as  a  result  of  his  battle 
to  save  his  house,  claims  not  to  be  bitter. 
"I'm  alive,  so  I'm  not  bitter.  I'm  broke, 
but  I'm  not  bitter.  You  know,  there's  a 
difference."  □

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Zoning  Wars:  Casualties  and  Caveats

Little  Italy's  high  hopes  for  expansion 
seem  to  have  been  half-baked.  And  the 
fatal  ingredient,  according  to  co-owners 
Jack  Kreitzman  and  Mel  Lefer,  was  "bad 
legal  advice." 

When  we  left  the  pasta  partners  last 
month,  they  were  confident  of  a  hearing 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  their 
appeal  to  expand  the  restaurant  into  the 
unoccupied  storefront  next  door. 

Under  the  guidance  of  his  lawyer, 
Kreitzman  and  his  kitchen  colleagues 
collected  31  signatures  or  more  than  20 
percent  of  the  total  number  of  property 
owners  adjacent  to  the  24th  Street  estab- 
lishment. On  Feb.  22  these  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  down  at  City  Hall. 

The  partners  and  their  lawyer  were  al- 
ready making  plans  to  show  up  at  a 
March  22  meeting  of  the  board,  com- 
plete with  petitions  from  hundreds  of 
supporters  of  their  plea,  when  they  got 
the  bad  news  that  their  31  signatures 
were  not  enough.  As  Lefer  put  it.  "our 
lawyer  just  didn't  understand  the  law." 
Two  technicalities  of  the  appeal  process 
had  apparently  been  overlooked. 

First,  they'd  been  operating  on  the  as- 
sumption that  they  needed  only  20  per- 
cent of  the  1 1 1  property  owners  within  a 
300-foot  radius  of  the  restaurant.  What 
they  really  needed  were  signatures  from 
all  owners  within  at  least  20  percent  of 
the  private  property  area  within  the  300- 
foot  radius,  i.e..  the  owners  of  at  least 
62,270  square  feet  of  property.  Sec- 
ondly, they  needed  signatures  of  both 
owners  of  any  property  in  joint  owner- 
ship, so  that  some  of  their  31  signatures 
earned  only  partial  credit. 

By  the  time  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  finished  its  audit  of  the  appeal. 
Little  Italy  had  fallen  short  by  three  per- 
cent. And  since  their  submission  had 
come  on  the  last  day  of  their  30-day 
limit,  there  was  no  time  for  a  second 
chance. 

The  last  word,  then,  is  that  the  restau- 
rant cannot  legally  use  the  former  San 
Francisco  Music  Store  space  for  storage, 
a  wine  bar  and  a  waiting  area,  as  they'd 
planned.  Lefer  says  he's  now  looking  for 
some  other  place  to  go.  "We  have  no 
room,  we  can't  do  anything." 

Kreitzman  laments,  "We're  running 
on  a  10  percent  profit  now.  which  isn't 
much,  and  we're  going  to  have  to  get 
used  to  making  money  on  a  smaller 


scale."  He  anticipates  consequent 
changes  in  Little  Italy's  menu  and  for- 
mat. 

Friends  of  Noe  Valley  President 
Miriam  Blaustein.  who  testified  against 
the  restaurant's  expansion,  is  not  gloat- 
ing over  the  failed  appeal,  but  believes  it 
demonstrates  a  general  truth  about  Noe 
Valley  entrepreneurs:  "Whatever  they 
tell  us  has  to  be  questioned." 

Blaustein  is  currently  questioning 
another  applicant  for  a  "special  use  per- 
mit," namely  the  Noe  Valley  Deli  at 
40 1 5  24th  St . .  a  block  east  of  Little  Italy . 
The  deli,  which  ran  into  trouble  with  the 
health  code,  requested  permission  to 
create  new  storage  space  and  relocate  its 
restroom  to  be  accessible  to  its  25-seat 
eating  area.  This  arrangement  would  in- 
volve an  increase  of  50  square  feet  in  the 
deli's  size,  but  the  owner  assured  Blaus- 
tein and  the  City  Planning  Commission 
at  a  March  18  public  hearing  that  he  had 
no  plans  for  additional  seating. 

Blaustein  made  it  clear  at  the  hearing 
that  "this  is  as  far  as  it  goes. . .  we  will  not 
tolerate  further  expansion."  Along  with 
Blaustein's  warning,  the  deli  got  its  per- 
mit. 

But  things  did  not  go  so  smoothly  for 
Joel  Coopersmith.  whose  efforts  to 
legalize  the  existing  commercial  use 
above  his  Acme  Cafe  property  were  first 
reported  in  the  February,  1982,  Voice. 
Coopersmith  received  a  letter  from  the 
Planning  Department,  reminding  him 
that,  "Although  the  second  and  third 
floors  have  already  been  converted  to 
law  offices,  this  change  of  occupancy 
(from  residential  to  commercial)  was  not 
authorized  by  an  approved  building  per- 
mit." 

The  Planning  Department's  Angelica 
Chiong  says  that  even  if  the  second  floor 
were  granted  commercial  status,  the 
third  floor  would  have  to  be  converted 
back  to  residential,  with  direct  stairway 
access  to  the  street  for  residents. 

However,  the  existing  stairway  from 
the  third  floor  leads  to  the  second  floor, 
not  to  the  outside.  As  Chiong  puts  it, 
"There  is  no  way  structurally  that 
Coopersmith  could  take  care  of  this  now. 
He'd  have  to  tear  half  the  building 
down." 

Some  of  Coopersmith 's  tenants 
showed  up  at  the  March  18  hearing  to 
tout  the  community  services  dispensed 
from  their  unauthorized  perch.  "We're 
already  overrun  with  lawyers  serving  our 
community,"  was  Blaustein's  response. 


Fred  Methncr,  another  resident 
against  expansion,  noted  that  in  addition 
to  having  no  regular  access  to  the  street, 
the  third  floor  had  no  fire  escape. 

In  the  end.  the  matter  was  "continued" 
until  the  commission's  April  29  meeting, 
by  which  time  Coopersmith  must  show 
how  he  plans  to  overcome  his  architec- 
tural nightmare  and  the  Friends'  objec- 
tions. 


P.O.  Seeks 
New  Address 

The  Voice  received  word  late  last 
month  that  the  U.S.  Post  Office  was 
seeking  a  new  site  for  its  Noe  Valley  sta- 
tion. The  present  station  is  located  on 
24th  Street  between  Noe  and  Castro 

According  to  a  post  office  press  re- 
lease, the  service  is  looking  for  office 
space  of  1 ,200  to  2,000  square  feet  lo- 
cated within  the  area  bounded  by  24th 
Street.  25th  Street,  Hoffman  Avenue  and 
Noe  Street. 

The  post  office  further  stipulated  that 
any  offers  must  include  a  firm  annual 
rent  and  a  lease  term  of  10  years  divided 
into  two  separate  five-year  renewal  op- 
tions. Lease  offers  must  be  received  by 
the  postal  service  no  later  than  April  16. 

Copies  of  the  formal  notice  of  bids  for 
space  may  be  obtained  from  the  Noe  Val- 
ley branch  or  by  contacting  David  Kle- 
ment,  San  Francisco  Field  Office,  U.S. 
Postal  Service,  San  Bruno,  CA  94909-

No  explanation  was  given  for  the  pro- 
posed move.  We'll  follow  up  in  our  next 
issue.  □

Steve  Sigel:  One-Act's 
'Renaissance  Man'

To  see  Steve  Sigel  in  his  scruffy 
beard,  cowboy  hat  and  motorcycle  jac- 
ket, hammering  out  foot-stomping  coun- 
try and  western  music  at  the  One-Act 
Theatre  Company  downtown,  you 
wouldn't  think  he  was  a  classical  vio- 
linist. Or  a  down-and-out  fiddler  jam- 
ming with  jazz  greats  in  a  loft  on  New 
York's  lower  east  side.  Or  one-third  of  a 
folk  group  with  a  Far  Eastern  bent  called 
Nava  Rasa.  Or  a  crack  community  or- 
ganizer mobilizing  neighborhood  cadres 
in  the  outer  Mission  for  an  "action" 
against  City  Hall.  Or  a  teenaged  entre- 
preneur booking  rock  bands  in  Balti- 
more. Or  a  level-headed  business  man- 
ager with  a  knack  for  balancing  box 
office  receipts  and  a  sharp  eye  for  the 
bottom  line. 

A  lot  of  that  stuff  is  behind  him  now: 
the  boyhood  in  Baltimore,  where  his 
father  helped  to  found  the  now  promi- 
nent Center  Stage  theatre.  The  salad 
days  in  New  York,  of  which  he  recalls, 
"We  tuned  up  for  about  20  minutes,  then 
somebody  turned  off  a  tape  recorder  and 
said  I  played  pretty  good.  He  was  Or- 
nette  Coleman's  bass  player  and  that  was 
my  introduction  to  jazz."  The  political 
organizing  is  gone  too — a  casualty  of 
burnout. 

These  days  you  can  find  Sigel  work- 
ing as  business  manager  at  the  One-Act. 
He  started  there  four  years  ago,  by 
answering  a  classified  ad  for  an  actor 
who  could  play  the  violin.  "I  landed  the 
role  of  Schubert  in  a  play  they  were 
doing  called  'Schubert's  Last  Sere- 
nade,'" Sigel  recalls. 

"In  small  theatres,  everybody  has  to 
pitch  in  everywhere,  so  one  night  I  was 
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handling  the  box  office  and  I  happened 
to  balance.  The  next  day  they  asked  me 
to  be  the  business  manager,  and  I  ac- 
cepted because  it  was  a  chance  to  apply 
some  of  my  practical  skills  to  something 
that  mattered  to  me  personally." 

According  to  Peter  Tripp,  artistic  di- 
rector of  the  One-Act,  "We  advertised 
for  a  violin  player  and  ended  up  with  a 
Renaissance  man.  This  guy  is  really 
amazingly  talented.  You  don't  often  find 
a  good  business  manager  with  all  these 
terrific  abilities.  He  makes  everything  he 
does  seem  effortless." 

In  between  his  business  and  artistic 
pursuits  at  the  One- Act,  you  might  be 
able  to  pick  Sigel  out  amid  mountains  of 
books,  steamer  trunks,  dry  goods,  art- 
ists' and  musicians'  paraphernalia,  and 
miscellaneous  memorabilia  in  the  Noe 
Valley  two-story  he  shares  with  his  "in- 
spiration," Renee  Whitaker,  and  a  far- 
flung  network  of  a  hundred  or  so  artists, 
mystics  and  healers,  all  contributing 
their  bit  to  the  cultural  cross-pollination. 

Sitting  in  his  sunny  kitchen  gulping 
down  diet  orange  sodas,  Sigel  talks 
about  his  four-year  association  with  the 
One-Act  and  how  he  came  to  compose 
the  music  for  Michael  Lynch's  trilogy  of 
one-acts  called  "San  Joaquin  Blues." 

"I  read  the  play  and  thought  it  would 
be  great  to  have  some  music.  So  I 
suggested  it  to  Michael.  He  loved  the 
idea,  said  the  play  couldn't  fail  if  it  had 
music.  1  assured  him  it  could."  (It's  not, 
in  fact  it's  playing  to  enthusiastic  audi- 
ences at  the  One- Act's  Geary  and  Mason 
house,  where  it  continues  until  May  I.) 

Sigel  had  never  done  any  country  and 
western  before,  but  he  thought  it  would 
be  perfect  for  a  play  about  ordinary 
people  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  town  of

The  San  Francisco  Repertory  Theater, 
just  the  other  side  of  the  hill  at  19th  and 
Col  ling  wood,  has  gone  rep  with  two 
very  different  plays  about  women's 
lives.  "Don  Juan  Comes  Back  From  the 
War,"  by  Hungarian-bom  Odon  van 
Hovath,  and  "Les  Belles  Soeurs,"  by 
Quebec's  Michel  Tremblay,  alternate 
Thursday  through  Sunday  until  April  18. 

The  Don  Juan  in  question  (played  by 
James  Cunningham)  is  the  only  male  to 
appear  in  the  two  productions,  although 
he  plays  a  key  role  in  the  first  as  the  focus 
of  attention  for.  14  post- World  War  I 
French  women.  Some  of  these  relation- 
ships are  cute,  some  illustrative  of  the 
foibles  of  love-hungry  femmes,  but  the 
romantic  art-deco  script  rarely  gives  the 
audience  a  chance  to  get  involved  or  the 
cast  a  chance  to  reveal  their  generally 
considerable  talent. 

Scenic  designer  David  Brune  has  done 
an  engaging  and  ingenious  job  of  divid- 
ing up  the  play's  24  scenes,  and  Michelle 
Truffaut,  the  S.F.  Rep's  artistic  director, 
has  bravely  attempted  to  inject  motion 
and  humor  into  the  murk. 

"Les  Belles  Soeurs"  serves  up  a  much 
spicier  and  more  satisfying  pastiche  of 
women's  life  stories,  drawn  from  French 
Canada  in  the  Fifties. 

The  plot  is  simple  and  unique:  a  lower 


middle-class  housewife  has  just  won  a 
million  trading  stamps,  and  calls  upon 
14  other  wommen,  including  her  neigh- 
bors, friends,  sisters,  daughter,  and 
daughter's  friends  to  help  paste  them  in 
books.  Her  imminent  household  grand- 
eur (to  be  obtained  with  the  redeemed 
books)  is  a  catalyst  for  revealing  the 
greed,  jealousy,  and  frustration  in  her 
colleagues'  lives. 

As  they  react,  ensemble  and  in  sol- 
iloquy, they  reflect  the  moral  and  sexual 
as  well  as  the  material  contradictions 
they  must  live  with.  No  one  character  is 
all  good  or  all  bad.  You  will  have  your 
favorites,  but  you'll  be  fascinated  by 
each  of  the  15,  marvelously  portrayed  by 
many  of  the  same  actresses  who  appear 
in  "Don  Juan." 

Director  Pamela  Mason-Brune  dem- 
onstrates an  almost  musical  appreciation 
for  the  tempo  of  speech  and  the  pos- 
sibilities of  ensemble  vocal  counter- 
point. Kathy  Neffs  costumes  and 
Wendelin  Cody's  make-up  also  work 
brilliantly  in  their  individual  and  group 
effects.

Coalinga  because  it's  a  type  of  folk 
.music — narrative,  simple,  direct,  yet 
highly  magical  and  imaginative. 

"I  wanted  to  put  the  musicians  (of 
which  he's  one)  on  stage,  to  have  the 
band  playing  the  plays,  underscoring  the 
action,  commenting  on  it,  but  not  under- 
cutting it.  The  musicians  are  ghost-like, 
supernatural,  funny  at  times.  They're  the 
spirit  of  the  town." 

Coalinga  is  a  dried-up  oil-producing 
outpost  just  about  halfway  between  here 
and  L  A.  Playwright  Lynch  grew  up 
there,  and  "San  Joaquin  Blues"  is  his  al- 
ternately poignant  and  wildly  funny  tri- 
bute to  the  land  that  nurtured  h  im.  The 
three  plays  center  on  a  gang  of  Standard 
Oil  pump  jockeys  and  their  families. 

Sigel's  music  helps  to  flesh  out  a 
whole  raft  of  human  activity,  including 
young  love,  jealousy,  sudden  death,  life- 
long friendship,  ancient  ghosts,  and  the 
encroachment  of  modem  life,  which  we 
see  in  two  forms:  the  advent  of  women 
on  the  work  crews  and  the  layoffs  of 
career  employees  caused  by  the  apparent 
depletion  of  the  oil  fields.  Although  the 
themes  are  timeless  and  universal,  every 


grunt  and  groan  of  these  plays  is  suf- 
fused with  the  special  essence  of  the  San 
Joaquin,  and  the  music  plays  no  small 
part  in  that. 

Sigel  thinks  he  might  even  have  a  po- 
tential hit  or  two  among  the  half  a  dozen 
pieces  he  has  composed.  He  has  friends 
like  Lou  Gottlieb  of  the  Limelighters  and 
Andy  Kulberg  of  Seatrain  who  he  says 
might  be  able  to  help  him  make  the  right 
connections.  Indeed,  there  are  yee-haw 
numbers  like  "Coalinga"  and  tender  bal- 
lads like  "Thin  Line"  (between  laughin' 
and  cryin',  livin'  and  dyin',  etc.)  that 
would  sound  great  if  sung  by  the  likes  of 
Johnny  Paycheck  or  Loretta  Lynn. 

Sigel's  San  Joaquin  score  has  even 
provoked  an  enthusiastic  response  from 
his  classical  violin  tutor,  Daniel 
Kobialka  of  the  S.F.  Symphony. 

But  none  of  this  means  that  the  One- 
Act's  "Renaissance  man"  necessarily 
plans  to  stick  with  country  and  western. 
"I  never  have  been  able  to  settle  on  any- 
thing for  long,"  he  sighs.  "Who  knows, 
next  week  I  might  be  doing  New  Wave."

The  so-called  "speed- 
ball"  drug  combination  of 
"smack"  (heroin)  and 
"coke"  (cocaine)  which 
proved  to  be  the  "killer 
bee"  sting  for  manic  zany 
madcap  dead  comedian 
John  "Samurai  Toga  Blues 
Brother"  Belushi  is  only 
one  of  several  quick  highs 
pursued  by  Noe  Valley 
"heads,"  experts  "quote." 

Other  exotic  illicit  sleazy 
adjective-laden  "thrills"  in- 
clude "low-balls,"  "blue- 
balls,"  "hair-balls",  and 
"dingle-balls,"  warns  world- 
renowned  pharmacist,  drug- 
lingo-phrase-coiner  and  hy- 
phen-user Dr.  Waldo  Grade. 

"We're  seeing  lots  of  local  tots 
getting  twisted  out  of  their  Jellies 
by  'dingle-balls.'"  Dr.  Grade  al- 
leged recently  in  an  exclusive  in- 
terview with  the  ENQUIRER 
from  his  Church  Street  corpo- 
rate franchise  headquarters. 
Dingle-ball  users  inject  a  combi- 
nation of  opium,  peanut  butter, 
and  shredded  acoustic  ceiling 
tile,  usually  into  their  necks,  to 
achieve  a  momentary  "rush." 
which  Dr.  Grade  likened  to  "a 
blind  man  fleeing  a  carpet  fire  in 
his  bare  feet,  then  stepping  on  a 
herd  of  banana  slugs."

At  10  o'clock  this  morning,  April  1. 
1982.  the  City  Fathers  and  Mothers  fi- 
nally endorsed  the  reincarnation  of  Paul 
Reverc's  horse.  They  signed  a  proclama- 
tion of  independence,  stating  that  San 
Francisco  has  officially  seceded  from  the 
union  and  is  now  a  free  nation. 

At  10:01  a.m.  5,000  Noe  Valley 
luminaries  met  at  James  Lick  Au- 
ditorium to  establish  the  State  of  Noe 
Valley,  one  of  II  united  states  of  San 
Francisco.  Free  elections  will  be  held 
next  Tuesday  as  Sar  Francisco  takes  its 
place  among  the  world  of  nations  and 
Noe  Valleons  prepare  to  join  the  new  na- 
tion's leaders. 

At  10. 15.  Chief  of  Police  Con  Murphy 
returned  to  San  Francisco  from  the  Far 
East  (Oakland)  on  an  A  C.  Transit  bus 
after  closing  our  eastern  border  at  the 
Bay  Bridge  toll  plaza.  The  San  Mateo 
County  line  and  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
have  also  been  closed.  The  nation  is  now 
secure. 

By  proclamation,  San  Francisco  has 
retained  its  1856  borders,  which  include 
much  of  San  Francisco  Bay  as  well  as 
four  islands,  Yerba  Buena.  Treasure.  Al- 
catraz  and  the  Farallones,  and  extend 
three  miles  into  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

San  Franciscans  will  be  issued 
passports  at  Nation  Hall  (formerly  City 
Hall)  next  Wednesday.  The  new  govern- 
ment has  promised  to  simplify  life  in 
these  parts  and  will  have  only  two  de- 
partments: the  Department  of  Internal 
Affairs  and  the  Department  of  External 
Affairs.  Herb  Caen  has  been  selected  to 
head  the  External  Affairs,  and  Noe  Val- 
ley's own  Miriam  Blaustein  will  head  up 
Internal  Affairs.

tionary  program  to  break  away  from  the 
moribund  moorings  that  tied  it  to  the  old 
country.  All  personal  taxes  have  been 
abolished  except  an  across-the-board  10 
percent  tax  on  income  above  $20,000. 
imposed  on  all  citizens  and  corporations. 
The  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  and  Dis- 
bursements has  adopted  the  no-nonsense 
motto:  "Pass  the  tax  on  to  someone  who 
can  pass  the  tax  on  to  someone  else." 

Treaties  have  already  been  signed  with 
the  U.S.  Government  granting  it  the  use 
of  Treasure  Island  and  most  of  the  Pres- 
idio at  a  rent  that  will  equal  any  deficit  in 
our  national  budget. 

The  Friends  of  Noe  Valley,  acting  as 
an  interim  state  government  until  this 
Tuesday's  elections,  has  proposed  con- 
struction of  an  enormous  hotel-gambling 
casino-brothel  and  drug  store  complex 
on  Alcatraz.  All  those  who  wished  to  en- 
gage in  the  many  vices  of  mankind  could 
do  so  on  the  rock.  All  proceeds  from  this 
enterprise  would  go  to  the  S.F.  Bureau 
of  Health.  Education  and  Welfare.  The 
Friends  claim  the  Alcatraz  operations 
would  reduce  or  eliminate  criminal  ac- 
tivity by  95  percent,  reduce  the  police 
force  by  50  percent  and  the  courts  by  30 
percent,  increase  tourist  trade  by  1075 
percent,  and  completely  eradicate  pov- 
erty. 

All  laws  have  been  repealed,  and  the 
Ten  Commandments  with  ten  amend- 
ments (the  "Bill  of  Rights")  have  be- 


come the  only  laws  on  the  books.  All 
those  who  break  the  law  will  either  be 
jailed  at  a  new  facility  on  the  Farallone 
Islands  or  exiled..  Capital  and  nuclear 
punishment  have  been  abolished.  Guns 
will  be  legal  but  ammunition  will  hot. 

San  Francisco  has  also  adopted  a 
"modified  Venice"  traffic  control  plan 
and  on  April  I,  1983.  will  ban  the  inter- 
nal combustion  engine.  All  municipal 
railway  vehicles  will  be  electrified.  The 
entire  cable  car  system  will  be  rebuilt. 

Most  energy  to  run  the  city  will  be 
generated  hydroelectrically.  using  the 
rushing  water  at  O'Shaughncssy  Dam 
and  expanding  the  Moccasin  Power 
Plant.  Plans  to  construct  385  windmills 
down  our  coast  have  also  been  adopted, 
and  Noe  Valley  will  install  45  windmills 
on  Twin  Peaks  to  provide  addditional 
energy  for  San  Francisco. 

Park  and  Rec  has  regained  control  of 
all  our  parks  and  has  liberated  the  Pres- 
idio lands  for  camping.  It  will  also  re- 
build the  Sutro  Baths  and  Playland  at  the 
Beach.  The  49ers  will  play  in  a  domed 
Kezar  Stadium,  and  Red  Hickey  will  be 
their  coach  in  1983. 

There  will  be  significant  changes  here 
in  the  State  of  Noe  Valley.  The  State 
Capital  will  be  at  Happy  Donuts.  Run- 
ning for  governor  are  Rev.  Carl  Smith, 
Lou  Hopfer,  Fred  Methner,  Tom  Crane, 
Barbara  Hopkins,  Bob  St.  Clair  and  Pat 
Paulsen.

The  government's  highest  priority 
will  be  returning  the  schools  to  local  con- 
trol and  increasing  the  system's  budget. 
School  will  be  a  place  where  kids  will 
want  to  go. 

Only  24th  Street  will  be  open  to  com- 
mercial enterprise  Any  displaced  resi- 
dents will  be  relocated  in  the  adjoining 
hills  at  state  expense. 

After  the  internal  combustion  engine 
ban  in  1983,  Noe  Valley  expects  to  ban 
all  autos  and  return  to  using  the  horse  and 
buggy  and  bikes.  Ray  and  Al's  Garage 
will  be  converted  to  a  livery  stable. 

All  dogs  found  pooping  on  Valley 
sidewalks  will  be  forced  to  clean  up  their 
own  mess  and  then  be  towed  away  at 
owner's  expense. 

The  Noe  Valley  Library  will  be  ex- 
panded and  remain  open  from  8  a.m.  to 
midnight  every  day  except  Sunday.  It 
will  triple  the  volume  of  books  and  also 
loan  out  video  tapes  and  games.  All  open 
space  in  the  Valley  will  be  turned  into 
either  parks  or  community  farm  land  and 
dairies.  The  state  center  for  the  perform- 
ing arts  will  be  built  on  24th  Street  near 
Church,  restoring  "theatre"  to  the  neigh- 
borhood . 

Noe  Valley  will  also  build  a  senior 
center  and  double  the  benefits  seniors 
and  the  disabled  previously  received 
under  the  failing  Social  Security  system. 
The  center  will  provide  child  care;  the 
old  will  take  care  of  the  young  while  the 
rest  of  us  work. 

Tonight  at  8  p.m..  there  will  be  a 
parade  down  24th  Street  in  celebration  of 
the  emancipation  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  State  of  Noe  Valley.  See  you  there  at 
our  first  Independence  Day  Parade. 

April  will  go  down  in  history  as  the 
month  we  people  were  foolish  enough  to 
want  to  control  our  own  destiny  and 
crazy  enough  to  give  it  a  try.  □

Raising  Bread 
and  Roses... 
and  Snails 


By  Lynn  Rogers 

"Olympian  gods  may  be  congratulated 
for  introducing  snails  to  the  earth.  Escar- 
got  were  held  in  such  high  esteem  that 
the  gods  graced  each  with  a  golden  shell 
and  wing.  The  single  wing  enabled  the 
snail  to  fly  to  the  heights  of  Mount 
Olympus  and  save  the  gods  the  trouble  of 
stooping  to  earth  to  pick  them  up.  When 
Venus  fell  in  love  with  a  mortal  and  was 
banished  from  Olympus,  she  could  not 
bear  to  leave  the  delicate  escargot  be- 
hind...She  clipped  the  wings  off  her 
snails  so  they  would  be  accessible  to  her 
mortal  lover.  No  longer  could  escargot 
rise  to  the  Olympian  peaks.  They  grew 
worn  from  slowly  crawling  upon  the 
ground,  gradually  losing  their  brilliant 
gold  color.  In  the  present,  we  bow  not 
only  to  pay  homage  to  the  goddess,  but 
also  to  retrieve  her  favorite  food." 

Francois  Picart  tells  this  story  in  his 
wonderful  little  book.  Escargots:  From 
Your  Garden  to  Your  Table.  All  I  can  say 
is — thanks  a  lot  for  nothing.  Venus  ol' 


girl.  Your  gift  of  snails  is  even  more 
trouble  to  us  ordinary  mortals  than  your 
gift  of  love. 

Snails  are  like  the  weather — everyone 
complains  about  them  but  nobody  does 
anything  about  them.  More  of  my 
friends  and  customers  have  asked  me 
what  to  do  about  pesky  snails  in  the  gar- 
den than  anything  else.  Unfortunately.  I 
have  no  good  answers.  I've  tried  every- 
thing for  myself,  and  I  know  of  only  one 
thing  that  really  works — picking  up  the 
snails  and  squashing  them.  This  is  the 
most  effective  "organic"  method.  I've 
tried  stale  beer,  crushed  egg  shells,  and 
pet  geese.  (Well,  I've  never  actually 
tried  pet  geese,  mainly  because  I  think 
the  only  thing  harder  on  young  lettuce 
than  snails  is  a  goose.) 

For  my  non-organic  customers,  I  sim- 
ply sprinkle  snail  bait  everywhere.  This 
works  fine  until  the  first  big  rain  or  until 
several  waterings  wash  it  away.  I  feel 
terribly  guilty  whenever  I  use  snail  bait, 
however,  because  I've  heard  that, 
though  it  is  a  mild  poison  and  not  harm- 
ful to  domestic  animals  or  kids  taken  in 
small  quantities,  it  is  used  in  such  vast 
quantities  in  Northern  California  that  it  is 
becoming  a  serious  soil  and  water  pollut- 
ant. 

Last  spring  I  was  driving  home  from 
putting  in  a  garden  at  someone's 
house — the  last  chore  I  had  done  was  the

snail  bait  spreading — when  I  heard  a 
woman  on  the  radio  interviewing  Picart 
He  was  saying  that  there  was  only  one  ef- 
fective means  of  controlling  snails — eat 
them!  I'd  forgotten  that  our  garden  snails 
are  a  lot  of  trouble  because  they  aren't 
native  to  California.  We  have  all  heard 
the  story  about  the  dumb  Frenchman  in 
San  Jose  or  Chico  or  somewhere  who 
brought  them  over  here  so  he  could  enjoy 
eating  them,  and  how  they  got  away  and 
started  eating  him — or  his  garden  any- 
how— instead. 

Picart  is  trying  to  make  up  for  that 
guy's  stupidity  by  turning  a  nuisance 
into  an  asset.  He  says  that  instead  of  im- 
porting snails  from  France  at  enormous 
expense,  we  should  export  snails  to  them 
and  to  other  escargot-loving  countries 
around  the  world.  He  compares  the  snail 
industry  to  the  wine  industry,  saying  ev- 
eryone laughed  at  the  first  wineries  in 
California,  too,  and  look  at  them  now. 
He  also  writes  about  how  good  snails  are 
for  you — that  they're  full  of  protein  and 
that  the  French  eat  them  between  other 
courses  to  settle  their  stomachs. 

By  the  time  I  got  home.  I  had  gone 
from  snail-hater  to  snail-lover.  I  regret- 
ted all  the  little  buggers  I'd  killed  and 
vowed  not  to  kill  any  more.  I  sent  off  for 
his  book — he  lives  on  a  snail  farm  in 
Santa  Rosa — and  as  soon  as  it  came.  I 
followed  the  directions  for  making  snail 
cages. 

Not  much  of  a  carpenter.  I  took  quite  a 


while  to  construct  three  boxes — one  for 
myself,  one  for  the  community  garden  at 
the  Noc  Valley  library,  and  one  for  the 
senior  center  garden  I  was  working  at. 
(My  roommate  didn't  make  me  feel  any 
better  when  she  inquired  innocently. 
"Why  didn't  you  just  stretch  some  wire 
over  some  vegetable  crates?  The  corners 
would  have  met  better  ")  My  neighbors 
were  curious  and  skeptical,  but  they  ac- 
cepted my  invitation  to  a  snail  barbeque 
to  be  held  later  in  the  summer. 

What  a  disaster.  The  worst  problem  is 
that,  after  you  trap  them,  the  snails  have 
to  be  held  captive  and  fed  for  two  weeks 
on  garden  greens  that  are  not  harmful  to 
people.  They  also  have  to  drink  water 
during  this  period,  and  I  never  found  the 
right  thing  to  water  them  in.  They 
drowned  if  I  put  in  a  deep  bucket;  they 
pooped  in  and  overturned  a  shallow  ves- 
sel. Snails  are  not  very  bright,  after  all. 

No  one  else  wanted  to  mess  with 
them,  so  I  spent  a  lot  of  time  running 
around  checking  up  on  them.  Since  lots 
of  people  were  contributing  snails,  I  had 
no  way  of  knowing  which  ones  had  just 
been  thrown  in  the  cage  and  which  had 
been  there  for  weeks.  Even  my  own  cage 
was  open  to  the  neighbor's  harvests,  not 
to  mention  my  daughter's  enthusiastic 
contributions.  After  a  month.  I  gave  up. 
I  took  the  snail  cages  full  of  old  greens, 
snail  shit,  and  snails,  drove  to  the  dump, 
and  tossed  them.  Good  luck.  Francois.
